Worst In City’s History. *

Oyster Bay, L. I., September I!.—An 
important conference took place at Saga- 
more Hill between President Roosevelt 
and the members of the board of .con- 
sulting engineers of the Panama canal. 
The board has been in session at Wash- 
ington for several days and has had 
before it the canal plans so far as they 
have been developed by the isthmian 
canal commission. 


All the data possible were presented to | 


the consulting board and by it are be- 
ing considered. In a few days perhaps 
the consulting engineers will go to Pana- 
ma to make a personal investigation of 
the conditions there and an examination 
of the canal zone in the light of the 
plans of the commission. It was the de- 
sire ‘of President Roosevelt to confer 
with the members of the consulting board 
before they went to the isthmus.

TO BE VISITED 


Council Committee Will Make 
ts Regular Rounds Today

Important Committee Meetings Will 
Be Held At the City Hall Dur- 
ing This Week.—Park Sit- 
uation Is a Matter of 
Discussion. 


A visit to the charitable and all kindred 
institutions to the support of which the 
city of Atlanta contributes will be made 
today by the council committee on hos- 
pitals and charities. 

Thé members of the committee make 
this trip, visiting the entire round of in- 
stitutions about twice each year, the last 
trip having bee nmade some six months 
ago. In this way the men called upon 
to pass primarily on legislation concern- 
ing the various institutins hav efamil- 
iarized themselves with each charity or 
semi-cherity with which they have to 
deal. 

Counciiman Bagley, of the élghth ward, 
is chairman of the committee, and he 
has called a meeting of that body for 
9 o’clock this morning in the committee 
room adjoining the office of the mayor. 
From the city hall the rounds will be 
made in carriages, enough time being 
spent at each institution to have a good 
look -at al] its details of operation. 

The list of institutions to be visited 
includes the Grady hospital, poor farm, 
Qld Ladies’ home, Carrie Steele Orphan- 
age, colored, and a number of other in- 
stitutions. 

When it is remembered that the city 
of Atlanta spends in the course of a year 
a sum greater than $60,000, the im- 
portance of the duties of the committee 
on hospitals and charities may be under- 
stood, as that committee must make the 
initial consideration of al] matters per- 
taining to the expenditure of this mon- 
ey and the genera] conduct of the institu- 
tions to which it is appropriated. 

The ordinance committee of council will 
als) meet today, the call being for 3 
o’clock this afternoon. Among the mat- 
ters to be considered by the committee 
are the “bull dog’’ ordinance, amd Mayor 
Pro Tem. Harwell’s ordinance providing 
for the roping off of streets in front of 
houses where funerals are in progress. 

The street committee will meet tomor- 
row, and among other matters wil] adopt 
a favorable report on Councilman Bag- 
ley’s resolution appropriating $1,500 to 
complete the repairs of the Peachtree 
street asphalt. Chairman Holland, of 
this committee, has, however, instructed 
Commissioner Collier not to wait until 
this resolution can be formally passed, 
hbu@ to push the work to. completion as 
the.money will be.forthcoming when it 
is needed to pay bills.

forcing State Quarantine 


Governor Terrell Approves Action of 
State Board—Long Conference 
Is Held In Governor’s Of- 
fice—Judge Hart 
Makes Statement. 


Secretary H. F. Harris, ot the state board 
of health, held a two hours conference 
yesterday morning with Governor Ter- 
rell and Attorney General John C. Hart 
regarding the state quarantine situa- 
tion, 

At the conclusion of the conference the 
state board of health officials declined 
to give out any information regard‘ng 
what had transpired, but it was learned 
that in addition to going over the details 
of the state quarantine with Governor 
Terrell, who has just returned to the 
state after an absence of two weeks, a 
decision was reached looking to steps 
which will make the quarantine. consii- 
erably more stringent than at present. 

All the railroads entering the state will 
be notified by the state board of health 
that they must not bring any more pas- 
sengers from yellow iever infected ter- 
ritory into Georgia. They will not be 
prohibited from carrying passengers from 
such territory through Georgia to other 
points, but in al] suca instances they 
must obligate themselves to take such 
passengers beyond the limits of the state, 
and not to let them disembark in Geor- 
gia. Under the law the state board of 
health has supreme authority in matters 
of quarantine, and can make such re- 
quirement of the railroad companies 
This will practically make the Georgia 
regulations the same as those of Ala- 
bama. 

In the meantime the state quarantine 
inspectors who are now operating on all 
trains coming into the gtate, will, it is 
stated, be on the lookeut for refugees 
from the yellow fever sections, who may 
try to get in by roundabout methods, 
and will deny them admission to the 
state whenever they are found. 

The legal right of the state board to in- 
stitute a state quarantine is recognized, 
ang the only difference between the local 
and state boards is as to the wisdom of 
the quarantine. -Atlanta has not quar- 
antined and will not, but all diqerences 
have been harmonized and the authori- 
ty of the state board is fully recognized 
by the city. 


Governce Approves Quarantine. 

After the state board officials had gone 
over with the governor the details which 
led up to their action in declaring a 
state quarantine, the governor agreeJ 
that they had takeg the proper steps.
